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THE TEACHING OF HISTORY OF DENTISTRY 
R/ Somo interesting statistics were adduced by the Committee on 
the Teaching of History of Dentistry in preparation for Dre 
John Gurloy's report at the 195 meetinge Of 5 schools in the 
United States and Canada replying to the questionnaire sent out, 
39 reported that a required course in the history of dentistry 
was givon, and six reported that no course in that subject was 
givene Twonty-cight schools reported that the history course was 
taught independently of other coursese The number of hours de- : 
voted to the subject ranged from 5 to 66 with the median at 12 and 
the arithmetic mean at 1563. Of 37 instructors in charge of 
courses in the history of dentistry, 16 wore members of AsA.HeDe, 
and 21 were not memberse 


The latter statement is significant. It would seom that only 
persons actually interested in the history of dentistry should 
be toaching that subject; and if a teacher is interested in the 
history of dentistry, the question can be raised, Why isn't he 
a membor of the A.-A.-HeDe? Can it be that non-member teachers 
are unaware of the existence of the Academy? or are they doubt- 
ful of the Academy's hospitality?

B/ Georges Dagen has called.attention to a Saint appealed to in 
case of toothache other than St. Apollonia (Bulletin, 2:Feb. 

1954); namely, Saint Laurencee Milton Asbell, in a letter, p:ints 

out that (according to Percy Dearmer's Tho Cathedral Church of 

Wells, London, G. Bell & Sons, Ltde,y 1933) one William Bytton, 

in the latter half of tho thirteonth century, became tho object 

of popular canonization upon his deathe Miracles were worked at 

his tomb and crowds flocked to it with offerings, especially per- 

sons afflicted with toothache. This power over toothache was 

probably explained by the statement that his "teeth were absolutee- 

ly perfect in number, shape and order, and without a trace of de- 

cay, and hardly any discoloration".
